DETAILS OF IHVESTI GATIOII 

Sofcronco is nado to various reports submitted in this caso. 

On 12/6/63, at approuimatoly 12*30 PM(CST), tolophono call was rocoived from Boputy 
Chiof Paul J. Paterai, relative to information contained on pace 10 of SA A. Go 
Vial's report dated 12/3/63, detailing results of interview with Iliss Marilyn 
liurrott, 757 French Street, Hew Orloans, cousin of Leo Harvoy Oswald, who said 
she returned to How Orlea n s in J anua ry, 1963 , after having travelled oztonsivoly 
in tho For East and olsowhoro. It was requested that this natter bo discussed 
with SA Vial to determine if Miss Kurrott had mentioned bavins toon in contaot 
with Oswald at any tino during her travels ia; thp, Far .East while he was in tho 
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Marino Corps, not overlooking tlio possibility that cho could have rooruitod 
him for tho Coemuniot oauoo, and oould havo inatruotod him in oonnootion with 
tho assassination whilo thoy wore "both in Mow Orloana tho oarly part of 1963# 

It was alao cuggostod tliat wo aa cor tain from tho F3I if thoro ma any informa- 
tion dovolopod by thorn to indioato that Oswald had tho riflo whilo in Mow Orloana 
or if ho used a local praotioo range, and whothor inquirios had boon nado to 
do tormina if Oswald travollod by bus from Mow Orleans to Moxico. 




ASAIC Joaoph Sylvostor and SA Paxil Allcor, Fodoral Bureau of I nvooti cation, Mow 
Orleans, voro intorviowod by tolophono following my conversation with Doputy 
Chi of Pa torn! • 

Mr. Allcor advicod that Oswald obtained a permit on Soptombor 17, 1963, from tho 
Mexican Consxal in Now Orloana to visit Mexico for 15 daya, that ho ©ntorod 
Mexico at Laredo, Texas, on or about Soptombor 26, 1963. 

Mr. Sylvostor said that his office had nado ovory possible effort to determine 
tho nodo of transportation. Ho said tho airlinoa had boon ohoolcod, with negative 
roculto, and that inquiries of tho bus and railroad stations had also boon nogo- 
tivo to dato duo to tho faot that tho tiokots do not boar tho name of tho travolGr# 

Ho further advised that thoy had interviewed - or had attempted to do so - all 
porson3 who had applied for pormita to travol in Mexico at about tho timo Oswald 
applied, and that no information of value had boon developed to dato.' 

hr. Alkor advisod that all porsons intorviowod in Now Orleans had boon Questioned 
as to whothor or not Oswald was in possession of a riflo while in Now Orleans, and 
no information had boon dovoloped to indicate that ho had a riflo at that tino. 

Ho said that all gun clubs in tho croa had boon ohockod, and thoro was no rocord 
of Oswald having uood thorn for praotioo purposes. Ho said that it is noooocary 
xor all persons visiting Mexico for hunting purposoa to rogistor firearms with 

local Consul, and tnat thoro is no rooord of a gun or riflo vuido with roforonco 
to Oswald* o •tourist pomit. 



Mr. Alkor stated that Miss Marilyn Murrott had also boon questioned by FBI Agents, 
and tha u cho allogod that she had not soon Oswald at any timo during hor travels 
outsido tho United States. Ho stated that thoro is nothing to indioato that Miss 
Murrott is a Communist. 



Mr. Alkor also statod that cinco tho Murrotts denied having soon a riflo in tho 
possession of Oswald when ho was in thoir homo for a fow days tho latter part of 
April or first part of May, 1963, and since ho roportodly had only two suitcasoo 
when ho dopartod 4907 Magazine Street, aooording to a witness, it is unlikely 
that ho had tho riflo while in Now Orleans, unlooo it was inoludod among tho 
household goods which lira. Buth Paine brought to Now Orleans whoa oho drove Mrs.

Ilarilyn I-Iurrott, Ho said that while she was not spool fi daily questioned as 
to whothor or not she encountered Oswald while traveling In tho Far Fast# oho 
was given every opportunity to oommont on this point, and she failed to do so# •
